WANT TO STAY HEALTHY THIS WINTER? 
Here are some ways to help prevent catching a cold: 

1 . WASH YOUR HANDS, frequently! Wash them before meals, after going to the bathroom, t 11 ^ 
when you have been visiting with someone who has a cold or the flu. Viruses are often passed on by 
touching things that have been contaminated by others. You can help to avoid passing on your colds by 
washing your hands after coughing, sneezing or blowing your nose. 

2. EAT FOODS HIGH IN VITAMIN C. Vitamin C helps to boost the immune system and helps in the 

recovery in the event you do catch that cold. Foods high in Vitamin C include ritrus foods, tomatoes A 
(especially fresh), cabbage, bell peppers, cantaloupe. Vitamins containing extra C, or chewable Vitamin ^T 
tablets, are available at the drug store. But remember: too many C tablets can upset your stomach. 

3. DRINK PLENTY OF FLUIDS. We need water in our system for it to work properly. Extra water is 
important at all times of the year! If you are a coffee or cola drinker ... you need extra water. Caffeine is a 
natural 'dehydrater'.

WANT TO STAY HEALTHY THIS WINTER? - PART II 



Did you catch that cold? 



Most people get 2 or 3 colds a year. When you live in a dorm you are even more likely to catch colds because 
there are so many of you living in close proximity! Remember the tips that were given in the last column: To 
help avoid catching a cold or the flu: 

1. Wash your hands frequently, 2. Eat foods high in vitamin C, and 3. Drink plenty of fluids. 

When you are feeling sick here are a few tips: 

Acetaminophen (Tylenol) helps with fever, body aches and headaches. You can take 325 - 500 mg 
capsules every 4-6 hours, but don't take more than 2,000 mgs a day. 



Drink plenty of fluids. Fluids help to keep mucous thin so it passes easier. This makes your 
less stuffy, and makes you cough less. 





nose 



Oral decongestants: Sudafed (pseudoephedrine) or a cold tablet with pohenylpropanolamine can 
help decrease the congestion of a cold. The symptoms will return when the medicine wears off, so 
it will probably be needed 3 or 4 times a day. Neither of these medications should make you sleepy. 
If you are taking an anti-depressant or other medication on a regular basis come to the health center 
to make sure oral decongestants are safe for you to take! 

Antihistamines (ie Benadryl) will help with sneezing and watery, runny nose symptoms. These 
medications do cause sleepiness so use at night, or when you will NOT be driving a car. This 
medication is often in combination cold remedies, so read the labels! You will probably only need 
an antihistamine for the first day or two of your cold. 

Normal Saline nose spray. Sometimes the decongestant makes your nose feel very dry. Normal 
saline nasal sprays are available over the counter and help liquefy nasal secretions. These sprays 
(ie. Ocean Aire) don't have any topical medication in them and can be used as often as needed. 

Gargle with salt water. A solution of X A tsp salt in 4 ounces of warm water makes a good gargle 
that helps comfort a sore throat. Throat lozenges work to and are easier to carry around with you. 

Remember, colds are very contagious and symptoms last 4-6 days. The symptoms, while uncomfortable, are 
usually not dangerous and can be treated without a trip to the doctor. If you begin to have a deep, productive 
cough (bringing up gunk?), have chest pain, or facial pain, or if you run a fever for more than 3 days, call and 
make an appointment to be seen at the Health Center. Many of the over-the-counter medications mentioned 
above are available in the Health Center.

WANT TO STAY HEALTHY THIS WINTER? - PART III 



Avoid the Flu. 



What is the flu? Every year about this time we begin to hear warnings about the 'flu season'. It is also the 
time of year when colds are more common. 

Both colds and the flu are caused by a virus; cold by a rhino virus, of which there are thousands, and the flu 
by an influenza virus of which there are only a few. Viruses have the ability to mutate, and every year the 
version of the flu virus is a little different than the one that appeared last year. Because influenza (the flu) 
can have serious complications, and because there are a limited number of strains of virus that cause illness 
a flu vaccine was developed to help prevent catching the flu. 

Who should get a flu shot? The recommendations are that anyone who has any chronic illness that would 
make them more susceptible to the flu, or more likely to develop complications should be vaccinated. That 
includes anyone who has a chronic illness such as asthma, diabetes, even allergic rhinitis. It also includes 
anyone over the age of 50. It is also recommended for people living in close quarters (like in a dorm), 
people who are health care providers (like student nurses and physical therapists), people who work with 
children (like student teachers and volunteers) and people who don't have time to be sick (LIKE 
STUDENTS). Do you fall into any of these categories? 

The flu shot is available at the Student Health Center for $9.00. Just call extension 4110 to make an 

appointment for any morning M-F, or Friday afternoon. 

Several students have told me that they have gotten sick in the past when they got a flu shot. The viruses 
used to make the vaccine have been killed, so you cannot get influenza from the vaccine. Occasionally 
someone might get some soreness, redness or swelling where the shot was given. Mild aches and a low 
fever are not uncommon, but are very treatable with a dose of Tylenol. If these problems occur they usually 
begin soon after the shot and last 1-2 days. 

So, if you really don't have time to be sick this winter come on down for a flu shot!

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The Health Corner

Cold and flu season has started! 

Did you wake up with a scratchy throat? Has your nose become congested and you are sneezing and having to 

blow your nose? Does your head ache? Your body ache? You just feel bad all over chances are you are 

catching a cold! Colds are caused by a virus. Antibiotic treatment does not cure viral infections. If given 
when they are not needed antibiotics can be harmful. Here is a prescription to make you feel better while your 
own body's defenses defeat the virus. 

Rx for colds and flu: 

Increase fluids. Juices, teas, water and soups are all good treatments for colds. 

Soothe sore throat with ice chips, water sips, gargling with salt water (1/4 tsp in 4 oz warm water) as often 
as needed. Throat lozenges can help the soreness too. 

For fever or body aches: Acetaminophen (Tylenol) or Ibuprofen (Advil/Motrin) 1 or 2 tabs every 4-6 
hours. Don't take more than 8 tablets in 24 hours. 

Normal saline nasal spray. No prescription is necessary and helps relieve the congestion. 

Sudafed or Sudanyl (available in the Student Health Clinic) can help with severe congestion. Caution. . . 
may cause some people to feel jittery.; don't take it before bedtime. 

Avoid taking combination cold remedies along with other medication. Treat only the symptoms you 
have. Combination medications usually contain something for congestion, something for sneezing and 
runny nose, something for body aches. When taken with Tylenol or other medications, an overdose can 
occur.

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The recent death of a US C student that may be related to bacterial meningitis has spurred a number of questions 
by our students. The following is information in response to those questions and is quoted from the Center for 
Disease Control (CDC) and The Department of Health Services (DHS) 

- Bacterial meningitis is a life threatening disease that is transmitted from person to person in secretions from 
the nose and throat. Bacteria are not spread by casual contact or by simply breathing the air near an infected 
person, but require close contact with saliva of an infected person. Examples of close contact would include 
sharing a beverage, cigarettes, lip balm, food or food utensils, or mouth to mouth kissing with the infected 
person. The bacteria does not survive for more than a few minutes outside of the host. 

- Symptoms of the disease include a sudden and severe headache, stiff neck, fever greater than 101 degrees F., a 
rash (tiny red or purple-black spots or larger spots resembling bruises), nausea, sleepiness and vomiting. 
Advanced complications are confusion and seizures. Anyone with these symptoms should seek immediate 
medical care. 

- Meningococcal disease is uncommon. Of the 14 million students enrolled in colleges nationwide, 
approximately 100 acquire the disease. It is important to note that College Freshman living in dormitories have a 
modestly increased rate (4.6 cases per 100,000 people per year). It is recommended by the Center for Disease 
Control and the American Academy of Pediatrics that these students consider vaccination. 

-The vaccine is available through Health Services on both campuses. The cost is $63. For questions or to make 
an appointment, call Health Services at X2685 ( Doheny) or X41 10 (Chalon). You can also view the CDC 
website, www.cdc.gov for further information.

How can you tell if you have a cold or the flu? Knowing which symptoms go with which illness can help lead you 
to the answer. 

1. Fever is a symptom of: 

Answer: Flu 

Fevers are a high characteristic of the flu. They are usually between 101° F and 102° F and can last 3-4 days. 

2. Headache is a symptom of: 

Answer: Flu 

Headache is a prominent symptom of flu and rare for colds. 

3. General aches and pains are symptoms of: 

Answer: Flu 

General aches and pains are usually a sign of the flu, especially if pains are severe. They can sometimes be 

associated with a cold. 

4. Fatigue and weakness are symptoms of: 

Answer: Cold 

Mild fatigue is a sign of a cold, but longer-lasting fatigue could be the flu. It can last up to two to three weeks.- 

5. Extreme exhaustion is a symptom of: 

Answer: Flu 

Extreme exhaustion is a prominent symptom of the flu. 

6. A stuffy nose is a symptom of: 

Answer: Cold 

A stuffy nose is a common symptom of a cold. It can sometimes be associated with the flu. 

7. Sneezing is a symptom of: 

Answer: Cold 

Sneezing is usually a sign of a cold, but can sometimes be associated with the flu. 

8. A sore throat is a symptom of: 

Answer: Cold 

A sore throat is a common symptom of a cold, but can sometimes be associated with the flu. 

9. Chest discomfort and a cough are symptoms of: 

Answer: Flu 

These are common symptoms of the flu, especially if severe. A mild cough and chest discomfort may be 

associated with a cold.

My tummy is not so yummy! 

Everyone has occasional bouts with nausea and vomiting at one 
time or another. Most often the cause is either a viral infection or 
ingestion of contaminated food (food poisoning). How do you 
know which is making you feel so bad? 

Viral gastroenteritis (or stomach flu) is the most common 
cause of nausea and vomiting. This is usually spread from 
person to person, and accompanied by fever, headache, and 
diarrhea. It generally is self-limiting with recovery to be expected 
in 24 to 48 hours. Abdominal cramping with diarrhea is common, 
but there is usually no constant severe abdominal pain. 

Food poisoning symptoms most often occur within 1-8 hour_ 
after eating. Some forms, including food contaminated with the 
bacteria salmonella, can take longer to develop. Usually 
everyone who ate at the same meal and had the same dish will 
be ill. Find out how everyone else is feeling if you suspect food 
poisoning. The most common culprits are salads containing 
mayonnaise or eggs. Under cooked meats can also cause 
problems. You may have read or heard in the news of food 
poisoning cases caused by E.Coli in undercooked hamburger or 
by camplylobacter in undercooked chicken. Food poisoning 
typically causes diarrhea as well. Symptoms should resolve in 24 
hours. Avoid over the counter drugs that slow down the intestinal 
tract. You want your body to empty out the contaminated food. 
Bloody diarrhea is a symptom of more serious types of food 
poisoning. 

In all cases of nausea and vomiting the biggest danger is 
dehydration. Clear liquids are recommended for the first 12 
hours or so. Non-citrus fruit juices, ginger ale, 7-Up, weak teas, 
dilute sports drinks and chicken broth are some to try. Small sips 
every 10-15 minutes will probably stay down better than trying 
to drink half a glass of fluid. As vomiting stops begin to return to 
normal. Begin then with the BRAT diet: Bananas, Rice, 
Applesauce and Toast. These foods are bland, and have a 
consistency that moves through the digestive tract that helps 
control the diarrhea. 

When should you be medically evaluated? 

Contact the Health Center or seek urgent care if there is: 

• Vomiting lasting longer than 12 hours 

• Diarrhea lasting for more than 24 hours 

• Inability to keep any liquids down at all for 12 hours 

• Bloody diarrhea 

• Fever over 101 degrees F. 

• Vomiting and diarrhea so intense that severe muscle 
cramping occurs.

A Moment in Herstcry 

Ellen Henrietta Swallow Richards (1842-1911) She was the 
first woman admitted into Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (MIT) as a special student in chemistry. She 
graduated in 1873 with her second B.S. degree, and 
although she continued, completing all required 
coursework, MIT denied her a PhD because she was a 
woman. However, her passion for the sciences was not 
destroyed. In 1876, she successfully petitioned the Woman's 
Education Association of Boston to contribute funds to open 
the Woman's Laboratory at MIT. In 1879. she became the 
first woman member of the American Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers. She encouraged other women 
to enter the scientific field and provided opportunities for 
their training.

The average 
monthly salary for a PFC (Private First Class) to 
Corporal in the United States Marines, before taxes, is 
approximately $1,065. This does not include housing and 
food allowances. The wives of those serving overseas 
cannot afford the basic necessities to take care of 
themselves and their family. 

The Associated Student Body, Doheny, is asking the 
Mount Community to help the families of the soldiers 
that are fighting for our freedom. These families need 
diapers and baby formula. Any monetary donations will 
be used towards the purchase of other items. All 
donations will be given to the families based at Camp 
Pendleton and surrounding military bases.
